Early this morning, with returns still coming in from 
the middle west and far west, it appeared that President 
Hoover has only carried with certainty only Maine, New 
Hampshire, ( ’onnecticut and Vermont 
with Pennsyl­ 
vania probably falling into his column when the returns 
are completed. 
On this basis, Gov. Roosevelt seems reasonably as­ 
sured of some 479 electoral votes, eclipsing anything in 
history. 
Four years ago, in the Republican sweep of that 
year President Hoover set up a new all-time mark of 444. 
With his own victory, Gov. Roosevelt lias carried into 
power with him a new congress Democratic-controlled in 
both branches. 
This forecasts speedy action for a change 
in the prohibition laws once the new congress is in session 
— if the “ lame-duek” session meeting next month does not 
itself take remedial action.

Attained Greatest 
Age Of Any In State 


Captain 
James 
Smith 
Who 
Died In 1930 Reached Age 
Of Century And Quarter 


HARRISBURG. Nov. 8,—The rec­ 
ords in the Bureau oi Vital S tatis­ 
tics. S tate D epartm ent of Health, 
do no; reveal more than a halt doz­ 
en death certificates of persons who 
had attained the age of 100 years, 
according to Dr. Emlyn Jones, Chief 
of th at Bureau. 
There is an authentic death cer­ 
tificate on record of one m an Who 
was born in 1805, and whose age is 
given as 124 years, 10 m onths 10 
days at the the tim e of his demise. 
Hi; nam e was C aptain Jam es Smith, 
and he was a resident of the 44th 
ward in Philadelphia. 
He was born 
in England, and died on February 
24th. 1930. 
C aptain Sm ith seemed to have 
good health until his 114th year, 
when his arteries began to harden, 
but so great was his stam ina and 
resistance to the disease, th a t it 
was more th an 10 years later before 
he yielded to its onslaughts, the 
final cause of death being given 
as a paralytic stroke. 
This is the greatest age attained 
by any Pennsylvanian according to 
the records of the State D epartm ent 
of Health. 
However it should be 
noted th at these go back only 26 
years. 
The span of life expectancy today 
is usually given as 58 years. 
On 
th a t basis C aptain Sm ith lived out 
more th an double the norm al life­ 
time of his contem poraries. 
And 
the scriptural “three score years 
and ten ” was surpassed by more 
th an half a century of existence 
by this hardy pioneer of another 
historic tim e. 
It is doubtful if a n ­ 
other record such as this will be e n ­ 
tered in the State H ealth D epart­ 
m ent in m any a long day. Few per­ 
sons indeed, attain a length of life 
so great.

Teach Yellow” 
Nearly Extinct 


Plan Followed By Department 
Of Agriculture Eradicate* 
Disease 


(International News Service) 
HARRISBURG. Nov. 8—Less than 
15 years ago, one of the greatest 
worries of the peach grower was 
th at most perplexing disease known 
as “peach yellows,” says the Penn­ 
sylvania departm ent of agriculture. 
The disease was common through­ 
out the im portant peach growing 
counties in southw estern Pennsyl­ 
vania, one out of every 
25 
trees 
being infected, the departm ent ex­ 
plains. This m eant th a t the trees 
were not profitable and would soon 
die. 
No control measure, such as spray­ 
ing, could be found. The only way 
out was to discover and destroy the 
infected trees. S tarting in 1921, this 
plan was adopted and followed sys­ 
tem atically by the state bureau of 
plant industry. Over 287,000 trees 
were inspected in 15 counties th at 
year and out of th a t num ber 17.000 
were found infected. These trees 
were m arked by the inspectors and 
the orchardists removed the trees 
from the orchard. For eleven years, 
this plan was faithfully pursued u n ­ 
til by 1931 the prevalence of the 
disease had been reduced so th at, 
instead of one in 15, only one in a 
thousand trees was found infected.

Closely following is Pike county 
with 86 births, and Sullivan coun­ 
ty with 95.

county reported only 111, which puts
